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Nothe Fort to get a facelift

MAJOR development 
plans are being drawn up to 
transform the heart of the 
Nothe Fort in Weymouth. 

English Heritage is being 
approached about a scheme 
which will completely re¬ 
develop the whole cafe and 
entrance area. 

If permission is granted 


for the change then the ex¬ 
isting cafe will be signifi¬ 
cantly improved for 
customer facilities and an 
extra seating area will be 
created for the new cafe. 


Fort director David Joy 
said: “What we hope to 
achieve is one of the most 
exciting improvements at 
the Fort for years. 

“We want to create a new 


extended cafe and kitchen 
area with all the latest 
catering equipment, a new 
seating area and brighter 
conditions with a new glass 
entryway. 

“The existing history 
video area will also be re¬ 
located below ground by 
the new World War I exhi- 
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bitions for 2014 which will 
include a room dedicated to 
Weymouth’s connection 
with the Anzac troops. 

“The completed project 
will see a new kitchen area 
in Casemate 9 and the cafe 
created in Casemates 8,7 
and 6. 

“One wall between Case¬ 
mate 6 and Casemate 7 will 
be partially demolished so 
a continuous single room 
can be achieved, restoring 
this part of the Fort to its 
original Victorian design.” 

He added that the new 
kitchen and restaurant area 
will have its own internal 
access to a new toilet block 
while toilets already serv¬ 
ing the Fort will be up¬ 
graded under Phase II work 
which is hoped to start in 
winter 2014. 

Mr Joy said: “We are also 
improving the Shifting 
Lobby display so our visi¬ 
tors can fully appreciate the 
dangers faced by the Victo¬ 
rian soldier while handling 
black powder explosives. 

“If all goes well and we 
get approval from English 
Heritage for the work then 
it could all be completed 
and in place by Easter 
2014. 

“This will be vital for us 
because next year will be 
an extremely busy period 


for the Fort marking the 
centenary of the outbreak 
of the First World War and 
our own staging for the first 
time of a Son et Lumiere 
involving local organisa¬ 
tions in a sound and light 
production regaling audi¬ 
ences with the different his¬ 
torical stages of the Fort. 

“All this is the culmina¬ 
tion of a year’s work to up¬ 
grade a large section of the 
Fort to improve facilities 
for our visitors. It is very 
exciting.”

SIX new buses worth £870,000 have arrived in Wey¬ 
mouth to start work on the Service 2 route to Little- 
moor. 

Each vehicle can hold 37 seated and 33 standing pas¬ 
sengers, has ample space for buggies and wheelchairs 
and is fitted with special features to make journeys 
more pleasant and comfortable such as leather seats, 
free wi-fi, audio-visual next stop announcements, real¬ 
time information and CCTV. 

They were unveiled by the First Dorset bus company 
in a ceremony near Weymouth Pavilion where general 
manager Dervla McKay said the buses would run 
from the Kings Statue and along Dorchester Road to 
Canberra Road. 

She added: “Littlemoor is one of our best performing 
routes, the area is long overdue for new buses and the 
two seemed to go together. 

“Service 2 was chosen for the new buses because we 
recognise that this is a popular route for many of our 
customers, so we wanted to enhance their experience 
of travelling with First Dorset. We hope they like their 
new vehicles and we look forward to hearing their 
comments in due course.” 

Littlemoor borough and county councillor Mark 
Tewkesbury was delighted at the new buses and said: 
“This is fantastic news, long awaited. It is nice to see 
First investing in new buses. Long may it continue.” 


Dervla McKay said First was currently investing in 
new vehicles across Dorset and Hampshire. 

She added: “The wi-fi in particular is the legacy of 
the Olympics and the sailing events which took place 


off the Weymouth and Portland coast. A significant 
area was upgraded to ensure exemplary wi-fi coverage 
throughout and we are thrilled to be able to reap the 
benefits of this for our new fleet of vehicles.” 


Holiday let planning 
permission deferred 

PLANNERS have agreed to defer permission on a 
scheme to alter and change derelict buildings in 
to five holiday lets so a suitable design can be 
thrashed out for the project. 

A meeting of Weymouth and Portland planning 
committee agreed to the deferral so its officers 
could hold talks with applicants Oakenstead Es¬ 
tates about a revised application, possibly on a 
courtyard style. 

Members were told that transforming the "re¬ 
dundant agricultural buildings" would "signifi¬ 
cantly" improve the character of the area by 
creating four one-bedroom units and one two- 
bedroom unit on the site off Watery Lane, Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Upwey and Broadwey ward councillor Robbie 
Dunster said: "I think the area itself is one which 
can be developed discretely on land which, at the 
moment, is a bit of mess." 

He said the matter should be handed to plan¬ 
ning officers for them to agree a scheme for single 
storey buildings on the site. 

Councillor Paul Kimber said that the design as it 
was now was "unacceptable" while vice-chairman 
Councillor Kevin Hodder agreed and said that 
what was there at the moment was "doing nobody 
any favours". 

Members then unanimously approved deferral, 
stressing that any future scheme should keep an 
opening through the site. 


Museum reopens with new exhibitions 


HISTORY, hats and hairdos were on 
show when Weymouth Museum was 
officially reopened at Brewers Quay 
after a three-year closure. 

The new-look attraction includes a 
timeline of Weymouth’s history to wel¬ 
come visitors while inside there is the 
skeleton of a Wyke Regis Romano- 
British woman from the 3rd century 
AD. 

Museum Friends chairman David 
Riches said: “We also have on show for 
the first time a carved Tudor wooden 
panel from 1550-1600. This is quite ex¬ 
citing because it is a highly decorative 
display which may have been in a 
wealthy merchant’s house. 

“Another new display is our Bazaar 
exhibit of late 19th century and early 
20th century domestic equipment such 
as vacumn cleaners, bellows and irons. 

“Our costume display covers the pe¬ 
riod from 1860-1950s while people will 
not have seen most of our gentleman’s 
requisites display before. 

“That includes pipes, cigarettes, ra¬ 
zors, matches and even an ornate shav¬ 


ing mug. 

“We have also never had a children’s 
corner before, but we have one now 
with a lovely display of toys and hats 
that youngsters can try on.” 

The museum was officially opened by 
Museum Trustees chairman Councillor 
Margaret Leicester who said: “It is a 
very exciting e xhi bition and it is very 
nice that we can open again. 

“A lot of people know we have not 
gone into liquidation but are alive and 
well and displaying some of the many 
exhibits that the museum has. 

“Plans for the development of Brew¬ 
ers Quay are being discussed by the 
council and include a new area for the 
museum. 

“This will include a large ground floor 
area and cafe and galleries on the first 
and third floors.” 

Mr Riches explained that the first 
floor will be general items from the mu¬ 
seum’s collection, that the third floor 
will be a brewery display and that the 
first floor will be a range of different 
historical items.

MP questions minister over future of prison 


SOUTH Dorset MP Richard Drax has asked Prisons 
Minister Jeremy Wright to confirm that Portland 
Young Offenders Institution will be designated as 
Dorset's new resettlement prison. 

The YOI has seen a change in its inmate population 
over the last year. Formerly housing younger prison¬ 
ers, the prison is now home to a wider cross section 
of offenders of all ages from across the South West. 

In his meeting with the Minister, Mr Drax was rep¬ 
resenting the views of a number of interested parties, 


all of whom are closely involved with the resettle¬ 
ment of prisoners. 

He said: "The current Governor, the Dorset Proba¬ 
tion Service and the Police and Crime Commissioner, 
Martyn Underhill, are understandably keen that the 
YOI should be nominated as a resettlement prison. 

"As prisoners reach the end of their term, it is im¬ 
portant that they should live as close to their friends 
and families as possible. Research has shown that 
they are more likely to succeed in the outside world 


and less likely to reoffend with a good support sys¬ 
tem in place. That only happens if the support sys¬ 
tem is relatively close to home. 

"The last prison before their release - the resettle¬ 
ment prison - is therefore of the utmost importance 
to prisoner rehabilitation. If we can keep ours in 
Dorset, it will help enormously. 

"I am glad to say that the Minister was listening and 
understood our point. He will give us his answer in 
the New Year."

The painting was given 
to the Dorchester-based 
voluntary animal welfare 
group Compassionate 
Dorset which campaigns 
to improve the lives of 
farm animals. 

Sam, whose studio is 
based at Whitchurch 
Canonicorum, specialises 
in calligraphy pictures 
using watercolour and pen 
on paper. She created the 
painting entitled “Bad¬ 
gers” for Compassionate 
Dorset in response to the 
controversial badger cull 
that may be rolled out to 
Dorset next year. 

The picture, along with 
five prints signed by the 
artist, and three other 
badger pictures by Com¬ 
passionate Dorset, raised 
an £587 in an online auc¬ 
tion. 

Sam’s badger picture 
raised £310. 

All proceeds have been 
donated to local group 
“Dorset for Badger and 
Bovine Welfare” to fund 
badger vaccination across 
Dorset. 

Compassionate Dorset 


Co-founder Anna Celeste 
Watson said: “I was 
thrilled when Sam told 
me she had created a pic¬ 
ture for us to help badgers 
and then I found out about 
the ‘Change for Life 
Badger Auction’ on Face- 
book so I posted it up 
there. There was a bid¬ 
ding frenzy and it was 
very exciting and heart¬ 
warming to see so many 
people loved the picture 
and wanted to help our 
badgers. 

“The lady who won the 
framed original actually 
celebrated her wedding 


after winning the picture 
and runs a wildlife rescue 
centre in Gloucestershire 
so is one of many dedi¬ 
cated volunteers strug¬ 
gling to rescue injured 
badgers from the trial cull 
zones, so it couldn’t have 
gone to a more worthy 
person. 

“The calligraphy on the 
painting reads ‘The great¬ 
ness of a nation can be 
judged by the way its an¬ 
imals are treated’ - and its 
a sentiment our group 
couldn’t agree with 
more.” 

Artist Sam Cannon said: 


“I couldn’t be more 
pleased with the total 
raised to support Dorset 
badger vaccination proj¬ 
ects. 

“I was so chuffed at the 
thought that one of my 
paintings might do some 
good in the world that 
I’ve done another. Once 
again, this will be donated 
to charity and auctioned 
off. 

“And if badgers being 
vaccinated helps protect 
all the beautiful cows that 
surround where I live as 
well, it seems a win-win 
situation to me.”

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Council considers 
dispensing with 
chief executive

WEYMOUTH and Port¬ 
land could dispense with 
the council office of 
chief executive. 

Having no chief execu¬ 
tive is now one of the op¬ 
tions before a panel 
meeting to consider a re¬ 
placement for Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland chief 
executive David Clarke 
who retires in April 
2014. 

The new option was 
approved by a meeting 
of the council’s manage¬ 
ment committee, Coun¬ 
cillor Ian Roebuck 
pointing out that some 
councils did better with a 
management team, so 
the option of not having 
a chief executive should 
at least be considered. 

But members also 
agreed that due process 
would be followed in de¬ 
ciding on the position, 
particularly as the post 
covered West Dorset as 
well as Weymouth and 
Portland and colleagues 
in West Dorset would 


need to debate the issue 
as well. 

Acting chairman Coun¬ 
cillor Peter Chapman 
said a chief executive in 
overall charge was “ab¬ 
solutely essential” be¬ 
cause it “provided a 
sense of direction and, 
more importantly, lead¬ 
ership”. If the panel 
wanted to come back 
with a different view, 
then “fine”, but the panel 
was the way to do that. 

Councillor Andy Black¬ 
wood said the idea should 
be “investigated” but 
Councillor Ian Bruce said 
he would not be keen on 
“remodeling what we do” 
although he would be 
happy to hear both coun¬ 
cils’ views on the idea. 

The meeting then ap¬ 
proved a panel compris¬ 
ing three members from 
each council based on 
political proportionality 
looking at the vacancy, 
possible replacements 
but also an option of not 
having a chief executive.

The festive season is now upon us and with it conies work nights out and an 
opportunity to catch up with friends and family. But for all too many, it’s tempting 
to ruin the celebrations by driving home after a couple of drinks. 


Partygoers are being urged to think 
of the devastating consequences of 
drinking and driving over the festive 
season. 

Devon and Cornwall Police have 
launched their Christmas campaign 
to stop drink driving over the party 
period. 

As part of this year’s operation, 
officers will be stepping up roadside 
checks in the evenings and early 
mornings throughout December. 
Drivers who have been involved in a 
collision or anyone who has broken 
driving laws or is suspected to be over 
the limit or under the influence of 


DRINK DRIVING 


• Don’t drink and drive, the only safe limit is 
none. 

• You can still be over the limit the morning 
after. 

• Drink and drug driving does cost lives. 

• Get caught drink driving and you will be 
treated like any other criminal. 

• A drink driving conviction will stay on your 
licence for 10 years. 

Program a phone number for a licensed taxi 
company into your mobile phone before you 
go out. 

• If you are caught drink driving you will be 
required to attend court where you could face 
a fine, be banned from driving or imprisoned. 


drugs will be breathalysed as usual by 
officers. 

Inspector Richard Pryce, head of 
Roads Policing, said driving while 
under the influence of drink or drugs 
is never tolerated but during the 
festive period the force will be keep 
an even closer eye on offenders. 

He said: “If you drink and drive you 
risk significant consequences. This is 
not only increasing your chance of 
causing serious injury through a 
collision, but life changing 
consequences to simply running a 
normal life. The penalties when 
caught have far-reaching 


DRUG DRIVING 


• To be unfit to drive through drugs is an 

offence in its own right. 0 

• Taking illegal drugs will affect your ability to 
drive. 

• A new offence of driving while under the 
influence of drugs is due to be introduced soon 
which will increase the effectiveness of 
enforcement activity. 

• Penalties for the new offence will include up to 
six months imprisonment and or a fine of up 
to £5,000. There will also be a chance of 
having your licence taken away for 12 months. 


implications on any drink driver’s life 
financially, emotionally, 
psychologically and on their family 
and friends. 

“The punishments are severe, not 
only from what a court may pass as a 
sentence, but the on-going ^ 

consequential effects. 

“If convicted of drink driving you will 
have a criminal record, lose your 
licence and potentially your 
livelihood, you could spend time in 
prison and receive a hefty fine. 
“Convictions can also significantly 
increase insurance premiums and 
prevent travel to certain countries. 


More importantly they risk causing a 
death or serious injury on the roads.

THE LEGAL LIMIT 

You must not drive if you are above the following limits: 

• 35 microgrammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath 

• 80 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of blood 

• 107 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of urine 
It is difficult to determine the amount of alcohol that 
can be drunk before a person reaches these levels as 
each person’s alcohol tolerance varies. Therefore, the 
only way to guarantee that you will provide a negative 
test is not to drink and drive.

Wildlife trust begin 
badger vaccinations 



DORSET Wildlife Trust has started a five-year pro¬ 
gramme of badger vaccinations some of its nature re¬ 
serves. 

The trust has been campaigning for vaccination as a bet¬ 
ter alternative than the culling campaign being promoted 
by the Government. 

Dorset Wildlife Trust says it also wants to see the erad¬ 
ication of the disease Bovine Tuberculosis (bTB) and un¬ 
derstands the serious implications for farmers who lose 
stock as a result, but believes there are more effective and 
reliable ways of controlling the disease, such as better 
biosecurity, badger vaccination and, in the long term, cat¬ 
tle vaccination. 

Chief Executive of Dorset Wildlife Trust, Dr Simon 
Cripps said: “We were extremely disappointed to see the 
government drive forward with the badger cull in Som¬ 
erset and Gloucestershire in August this year. The recent 
news that the pilot culls in Gloucestershire and Somerset 
have finished with low numbers of badgers being shot, 
strengthens the need for the government to support alter¬ 
native methods to culling. Our understanding from Defra 
is that if badger culling continues despite these failures, 
shooting in Dorset is highly likely to start in 2014. 
Thanks to our successful badger vaccination appeal, 
Dorset Wildlife Trust is pleased to be able to start a vac¬ 
cination programme on selected nature reserves in Dorset, 
to both protect badgers and support farmers.” 

A team of volunteers and Wildlife Tmst staff have com¬ 
pleted a badger vaccination course run by the Animal 
Health and Veterinary Laboratories Agency (AHVLA) 
and have been issued with certificates of competence as 
lay vaccinators. In order to carry out the vaccinations, 
DWT obtained a license from Natural England and car¬ 
ried out detailed site surveys to identify the best locations.

EIGHTIES idol Boy George wowed the Electric Palace 
during a near-capacity DJ set in Bridport on Friday night. 

The Culture Club front man left his blue-eyed soul and 
New Romantic roots behind him as he led those present 
at the town's former cinema through a late-night lesson 
in classic house music. 

The South Street venue was hosting its first Honey Trap 
Disco club night. 

On stage Boy George controlled the crowds with his 
hypnotic and pulsating dance anthems but before his 
gig the famously flamboyant artist was calm as he de¬ 
scribed how he felt about playing a smaller venue of 
around 350 guests. 

He said: "I'm not a size queen, I play all different types 
of places. I've just been to Miami and played a gig there 
and before I played in a very small bar in SoHo. 

"With DJing you're always playing different sorts of 
places - sometimes you're playing festivals, sometimes 
it's a few hundred people, sometimes it's massive. The 
question is always one thing: do we have a party? 
Whether it's 10 people or 400 people the question is al¬ 
ways are people into it and are they having a good time? 
The size of the crowd is irrelevant. 

"Especially in America at the moment, I did sort of say 
they need to redefine the word 'dance' because I think a 
lot of the music that is popular in America people don't 
really dance to, there's lots of stopping bits where people 
just sort of stand there with their camera phones. I come 
from the old school - with dance music the clue is in the 
title: dance music. 

"So, in a way, if it's a small crowd and they're having a 
good time that's actually much better than a massive 
crowd that aren't enjoying it. When I say I'm not a size 
queen, that's what I mean." 

Boy George rose to fame when Culture Club's third sin¬ 
gle, Do You Really Want to Hurt Me, reached the number 
one spot in over a dozen countries in 1982, selling more 
than 6.5 million copies. More success followed, with the 
group becoming the first band since The Beatles to have 
three US top ten singles from a debut album before their 
1983 single Karma Chameleon become the biggest sell¬ 
ing single of the year. 

After the group disbanded some well-publicised drug 
and legal problems followed, but Boy George has re¬ 
mained passionate with his dabbling in house music. 

Before the Electric 
Palace gig he told the 
View from Bridport: "I 
kind of stopped making 
music, and stopped being 
in a band, around '87, and 
got into electronic dance 
music, and that's what I've 
been doing for the last 25 
years. I still do that, it's ob¬ 
viously what I'm doing 
tonight, it's what I do 
most weekends. I travel 
all over the world doing 
that." 

Despite releasing well- 
received dance records

and admitting to being 
"immersed" in the house 
music scene, the artist has recently released This Is What 
I Do, his first studio album of original material in more 
than 18 years 

He said: "A couple of years ago I just thought it's time 
to make a new record, partly because I hadn't done it for 
a lA/hiio and it kind nf fppk frpsh and excitina at the mo¬ 




ment, but partly because I could make this record myself. 
It's out of my own label, it's coming out all over the world. 
I'm going to Europe next week to start promoting it and 
next year America. 

"There's no one looking over my shoulder saying 'it has 
to be this type of record' or 'you have to go and record 
with Calvin Harris'or whoever. It's a record I wanted to 
make in my own way and I'm very happy with it." 

Admitting he's never been to Bridport before, Boy 
George did hint that a return to west Dorset to live 'the 
good life'could be possible when he said: "I do actually 
want to grow some vegetables. I want to become Margo 
and I feel like this could be the place." 

With the appearance of Boy George in Bridport, the 
Electric Palace is hoping other equally famous musicians 
could follow in his footsteps. 

Angie Porter, marketing manager at the Electric Palace, 
said: "It's fantastic for Bridport, people really do want to 
come here. Bridport is known for being a really support¬ 
ive place and a venue to try out new stuff. 

"Boy George has been in Ibiza all over the summer so 
in a way this is the winter Ibiza, and we're going to carry 
on with getting great DJs down here." 

"It's a perfect venue to have a festival atmosphere. 
There's a massive dance floor but it's also got some at¬ 
mosphere to it as well." 

Jonny Melton, who or¬ 
ganised the Honey Trap 
Disco night and sup¬ 
ported Boy George as DJ 
Jonny Slut, is hopeful that 
there will be more club 
nights, and he praised the 
vision of the Electric 
Palace management 
team. 

He said: "It's a really 
lovely venue, it's a beauti¬ 
ful building and it's run by 
good people. I think the 
thing about Bridport is 
you get a really nice 
eclectic mix." 

Before going onstage, 

Boy George gave some advice to budding local musi¬ 
cians on how to make it in the industry. 

He said:"l would say be true to yourself, obviously work 
hard, head up, be professional, get a good hat - I think 
that's very essential."

1 tbsp golden syrup • 284ml pot double cream 200g icing sugar 

Preparation method 

1. Heat oven to 200C/fan 180C/gas 6. Grease and line a 23 x 32cm 
Swiss roll tin with baking parchment. Beat the eggs and sugar to¬ 
gether with an electric whisk for about 8 mins until thick and creamy. 

2. Mix the flour, cocoa and baking powder together, then sift onto 
the egg mixture. Fold in very carefully, then pour into the tin. Bake 
for 10 mins. 

3. Lay a sheet of baking parchment on the work surface. When the 
cake is ready, tip it onto the parchment, peel off the lining paper, 
then roll the cake up from its longest edge with the paper inside. 
Leave to cool. 

4. To make the icing, melt the butter and chocolate together in a bowl 
over a pan of hot water. Take from the heat and stir in the syrup and 
5 tbsp cream. Beat in the icing sugar until smooth. Whisk the re¬ 
maining cream until it holds its shape. Unravel the cake, spread the 
cream over the top, then carefully roll up again into a log. 

5. Cut a thick diagonal slice from one end of the log. Lift the log on 
to a plate, then arrange the slice on the side with the diagonal cut 
against the cake to make a branch. 

6. Spread the icing over the log and branch (don't cover the ends), 
then use a fork to mark the icing to give the effect of tree bark. Scatter 
with unsifted icing sugar to resemble snow, and decorate with holly. 


Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 190C/375F/Gas 5 and put 24 mini¬ 
muffin cases inside a mini-muffin tin. 

2. Mix the flour and sugar in a bowl, then make a well in 
the centre. Whisk together the oil, milk and egg and slowly 
pour into the bowl, stirring gently Divide this mixture be¬ 
tween two bowls. In one bowl add the dark chocolate and 
mincemeat. Add the white chocolate and cranberries to 
the other bowl. Stir very gently. 

3. Divide the two mixtures among the 24 muffin cases and 
bake for 20 minutes or until golden brown and risen. 

4. Remove the muffins to a wire rack and eat warm. 

EGG NOG 

Preparation time Less than 30 mins 
Cooking time Less than 10 mins 
Serves 4-6 

Ingredients 

1140ml/2 pints whole milk • 6 free-range eggs 
50g/2oz caster sugar • 1 vanilla pod, split 
20 fresh cherries, stones removed and halved 
200ml/7fl oz brandy • cocoa powder, for dusting 

Preparation method 

1. Place the milk, eggs, sugar and vanilla pod in a medium 
pan and heat gently, without boiling, until the mixture 
thickens enough to coat the back of a spoon. 

2. The egg nog can be chilled at this stage or served hot. 

3. To serve, scatter the cherries in the bottom of each serv¬ 
ing glass. Divide the brandy between the glasses and pour 
the egg nog over. Dust with cocoa powder and serve.

CHRISTMAS 
PUDDING 

Preparation time Overnight 
Cooking time 2 hours 
Ingredients 

350g/ 12oz mixed dried fruit (raisins, currants, sultanas) 
lOOg/St^oz pitted ready-to-eat prunes, chopped or left whole 
lOOg/S^oz dark muscovado sugar • 4 tbsp dark rum 
lOOml/S^fl oz stout • 100g/3V^oz chopped walnuts 
100g/3V^oz blanched almonds • lOOg/SVaoz ground almonds 
lOOg/SVaoz fresh white breadcrumbs • 50g/l%oz plain flour 
100g/3V2OZ frozen butter, grated, plus a little extra for greasing 
Vz tsp freshly grated nutmeg • 1 tsp ground cinnamon 
2 tsp mixed spice • 100g/3V2OZ chopped glace cherries (or 
left whole if you prefer) • 3 large free-range eggs, beaten 


Preparation method 

1. Combine the mixed fruit, prunes, muscovado sugar, rum and 
stout in a mixing bowl. Stir well to mix, cover and leave for 24 hours 
to soak. 

2. After 24 hours, mix the walnuts, almonds, ground almonds, 
breadcrumbs, flour, butter, spices, cherries and eggs along with the 
soaked fruit mixture in a large mixing bowl, making sure you in¬ 
clude all the soaking liquor from the soaked fruit. Mix well until 
completely combined (let all the members of the family have a stir 
and make a wish). 

3. Cover with cling film and leave to stand in a cool place for 24 
hours. 

4. After 24 hours, grease a 1 .2 litre / 2 pint pudding basin with butter. 
Cut a circle of baking paper and place into the bottom of the pud¬ 
ding basin and then grease it with a little more butter. Pack the 
pudding mixture into the pudding basin, pressing as you add it. 
Fold a pleat into the middle of a large piece of baking paper and 
place over the pudding. Cover with a large piece of pleated foil, en¬ 
suring the pleats are on top of one another. Secure tightly with 
kitchen string tied under the lip of the pudding basin. 

5. Place an upturned saucer into a large saucepan one-quarter full 
of water. Fold a long piece of foil into quarters lengthways to create 
a long strip and place the pudding basin in the middle of the strip. 
Bring the sides of the strip up the sides of the pudding basin and 
lower into the saucepan. Ensure the water in the saucepan comes 
one-third of the way up the side of the pudding basin, but nowhere 
near the top of the basin. Leave the ends of the foil strip hanging 
over the side to make it easy to remove the pudding later. 

6. Bring the water to the boil and then reduce the heat to a gentle 
simmer. Simmer gently for 5-6 hours, topping up the water level 
as necessary throughout cooking (do not allow the pan to dry out). 

7. Once the pudding is cooked, remove from the pan and set aside 
to cool. The pudding can be stored for up to two years in a cool, 
dry place. To serve, reheat the pudding by steaming again (in the 
same way) for two hours, or until hot all the way through. Alter¬ 
natively, remove the foil and reheat in the microwave.

THE VERSO compact MPV is being readied to 
be the first Toyota model to use a new 1.6-litre 
D-4D diesel engine from BMW, introduced in a 
revised UK range that adds a new Trend grade 
offering extra style and high-tech equipment 
features. 

1.6 D-4D engine 

The new 1.6 D-4D diesel engine, making its 
Toyota debut in the 2014 Verso, is sourced from 
the BMW Group. Toyota engineers have made 
extensive modifications to the engine, includ¬ 
ing a newly-developed dual-mass flywheel, re¬ 
vised engine mounts, and completely 
redesigned electrical interfaces. It is fitted to a 
Toyota six-speed manual transmission with 
stop-start technology, a first for the Verso range. 

It replaces the 2.0-litre D-4D engine in the UK 
line-up, offering higher efficiency and a 20kg 
weight saving. Maximum power is llObhp 


(82kW) at 4,00rpm and peak torque is 270Nm, 
generated from 1,750 to 2,250rpm. Nought to 
62mph acceleration is despatched in 12.7 sec¬ 
onds and top speed is 115mph. 

Fuel economy is eight per cent better than 
the 2.0 D-4D unit, with 62.8mpg* combined 
cycle consumption. C02emissions are lower by 
10g/km at 119g/km* (*figures provisional prior 
to official homologation). 

These figures are supported by the first de¬ 
ployment of a stop and start system in Verso, in 
line with the efficiency principles of Toyota Op¬ 
timal Drive. 

Toyota met a number of engineering chal¬ 
lenges in order to integrate the engine into 
Verso's powertrain, in particular with regard to 
the use of stop and start, minimising NVH levels 
and ensuring quiet running at cruising speeds.

Magpies hit by controversial late equaliser

DORCHESTER Town were edging to¬ 
wards the three points that would have 
lifted off the bottom of the Skrill South, 
when a minute into an incredible six 
and a half minutes of added time Con¬ 
cord Rangers snatched a controversial 
equaliser at The Avenue on Saturday. 

Having beaten Tonbridge Angels 
midweek, Magpies manager Phil 
Simkin made just one change; Josh 
Wakefield having recovered from a 
dead leg replacing Danny Way. 

The Canvey Island outfit were pro¬ 
moted at the end of last season and 
have assembled an experienced side 
included former Chelsea player Jack 
Powell, on loan from Millwall in mid- 
field. 

The bizarrely named Beach Boys al¬ 
most went ahead in the second minute 
when keeper Alan Walker-Harris spilled 
Sam Collins'free kick, but Sam Higgins 
lifted the rebound over the bar. 

The hapless Higgins was then un¬ 
lucky on five minutes when he turned 
and fired in a superb curling 30 yard 
shot that struck the top of the bar. 

It took Dorchester time to get find 
their feet but following good build up 
Wakefield curled a right foot shot just 
wide of the far post, before the AFC 
Bournemouth loanee caused more 
problems in the visiting defence with a 


low flat curling cross from the left that 
evaded everybody. 

On 20 minutes Dorchester had to 
thank Nick Crittenden for stopping 
them going behind. A poor corner kick 
eventually found Kiernan Hughes- 
Mason 15 yards from goal and his well 
struck shot would have found the cor¬ 
ner but for Crittenden who blocked his 
shot on the line. 

This signalled a spell of pressure from 
the visitors that saw Dorchester closing 
down all over the pitch as they looked 
to contain the visitors. However they 
were lucky when Higgins'shot on goal 
was blocked by MarkJermyn. 

Crittenden who once again showed 
what a fine player he is, jinking be¬ 
tween three of the opposition before 
being brought down by the mes¬ 
merised Danny Glozier. 

Dorchester had another narrow 
squeak five minutes before the break 
when Walker completely misjudged 
Jack Lampe's long throw into the box 
and the ball fell at the feet of Higgins a 
yard from goal. The striker must have 
thought he was finally going to score, 
but Walker-Harris blocked his effort and 
the ball was hacked to safety. 

Despite not having produced as 
many chances in the first half, Dorch¬ 
ester had worked hard and deserved to 
go in level at the break 

The second-half saw the Magpies get 
forward more, but with both sides can¬ 


celling each other it looked as though 
it would need something spectacular 
to break the deadlock. 

Although not a great finish, it was a 
piece of magic from Crittenden that led 
to the opening goal on 63 minutes. 

Collecting the ball on the right he 
made ground before cutting in the 
penalty area attracting defenders like 
bee to a honey pot. 

It seemed he was almost certain to be 
grounded as he danced past four play¬ 
ers before crossing into the six-yard box 
where Wakefield just managed to get 
his foot in before Lampe and direct the 
ball goalwards. 

Although Butler managed to grab the 
ball and claimed he stopped it before it 
went over, the assistant immediately 
flagged fora goal. 

Tails up, the Magpies swarmed for¬ 
ward again and when Steve King got a 
toe to Brandon Goodship's 25-yard shot 
Butler had to dive low to turn the ball 
around the post. The keeper then pro¬ 
duced a fabulous save to turn Walker's 
header from the resultant corner over 
the angle. 

Concord responded by introducing 
Steve Cawley and Reece Harris to pep 
up their attack and it soon worked. 
Cawley equalised when he lobbed the 
Magpies stopper for the equaliser after 
he was released behind the home de¬ 
fence. 

Dorchester fans hardly had time to be 


disappointed before Goodship fed 
Wakefield who curled a stupendous 25- 
yard shot around the flying Butler into 
the far corner of the goal to restore 
Dorchester's lead. 

Dorchester were finding it hard to 
break out of their own half as the Beach 
Boys surged forward for an equaliser 
and following a melee Cawley headed 
Harris'cross just wide at the far post. 

Right on the 90 minutes the Magpies 
might have sealed the points when 
they broke away and Crittenden played 
in Goodship in, but Butler palmed his 
effort away. 

It appeared that Dorchester had done 
enough however in the first minute of 
added time Powell's free-kick into the 
packed penalty was met by James 
White who clearly caught the back of 
Walker's head with his boot as knocked 
into the ball in off the underside of the 
bar. 

Dorchester vehemently claimed that 
the goal should have been disallowed 
fora high foot by White on Walker, who 
needed treatment following the inci¬ 
dent, but referee Adrian Quelch over¬ 
ruled their claim.

IT was always going to be a tough order 
when Bridport travelled to Larkhall Athletic 
on Saturday.
